This is the limit which is gener­ 
ally set for the law to last. 
All the 
swell clubs have agreed to obey the 
law, and last night there were auc­ 
tions in progress at the Charleston, 
Onecn City, the Yacht anti other 
society clubs, at which the entire 
stock of liquors are being knocked 
down to the highest bidder. 
On 
July 1 more tlian 200 
places of 
business, saloons, 
restaurants and 
w¥olesplc lupior htmses will be for 
rent and several thousand employes 
will be out of work. 
Many of the 
ïiierchants who have been elbowed 
out 
of business 
have decided to 
move out of the state.

J u s t remember the steps in the 
demonetization 
of 
silver in 
this 
country: First, an immense national 
debt payable in legal tender— that 
is, gold, 
silver or 
paper 
money. 
Then the terms were changed and 
the debt made payable in coin. The 
next step was to secretly and with­ 
out debate demonetize silver, 
thus 
making the enormous debt payable 
in gold alone. 
The debt could only 
be canceled with 
the product of 
labor; but with this debt hanging 
over the country the constant and 
unvarying policy has been to 
de­ 
preciate the price of our staple pro­ 
ductions and enhance the value of 
the gold dollar.

S M A L L P O X IN GR EA T BRITAIN. 


DItlHilief Im and Opposition to Vaccina­ 
tion hp Influential People. 
About twenty years ago there was a 
■ 
severe epidemic of smallpox in Eng­ 
land and America. 
In recent months 
the disease has been causing alarm in 
mAny parts of England and Scotland. 
Üp to the middle of 
April it was 
prevailing— though 
in 
general 
the 
cases are of a mild type— in about fifty 
localities, including Liverpool, Man­ 
chester, Edinburgh and Glasgow. 
In 
the last city thirty-four new cases oc­ 
curred within ten ¡^days previous 
to 
the report. 
No 
newly 
improvised 
hospitals can be expected to stay the 
spread of the disease. 
England con­ 
tends with the pest at a disadvantage. 
Many persons of influence do not be­ 
lieve in vaccination, write against it 
and oppose it in every way they can. 
The opposition has grown greatly dur- 
ing the long absence of the epidemic. 
The vaccination laws are practically 
in suspense. 
In some districts many 
children have never been vaccinatei 
Even where the letter of the law has 
been complied with vaccination 
has 
been done in a very lax and untrust­ 
worthy way, and there has been an 
almost entire absence of revaccination. 
Again, the large class of tramps and 
the many filthy lodging-houses 
into 
which they crowd at night greatly aid 
in the spread of the disease. 
If tlie 
epidemic reaches this 
country, 
we 
shall not expect it to spread verv ex­ 
tensively, for the laws respecting" vac­ 
cination are intelligently carried out. 
Still, the large immigrant population 
will need looking after and lodging- 
houses will need rigid inspection. 
Re­ 
vaccination should be properly at­ 
tended to. 
The 
authorities 
also 
should properly provide means for the 
isolation of patients.
